The Oil Lands which I was called io 
survey and report upon are located in 
FiiImIHIiiB township, about eighteen 
miles from the town of Sarnia, on the 
St. Clair river, and are about the same 
distance from Port Huron, adding the 
length of the St. Clair river to the lat- 
ter distance. The town of " Oil- 
spring" is the centre of the oil-region, 
in this latitude; and the oil territory 
embraces an area of not less than from 
fifteen to twenty square miles. 

The evidences of an abundance of pe- 
troleum in this region are so varied and 
numerous as to make it almost a work 
of supercrogat ion t<» enumerate them. 
In fact there is no re gio n that has made 
a stronger or more encouraging promise 
of profitable results on this continent, 
than that presented on these land-. In 
1S62 it is well known that the price of 
crude oil was such as would n< >t even war- 
rant the purehaseof barrels. Inconse- 
quence of this fact nearly if not quite all 
the oil mmW in this locality wrm given 
i;p, and was not resumed until ■ few 
months ago. Every one at all conver- 
sant with the oil business wffj readily 
understand what tin* re-nlt of the dis- 
continuance of Wells would be, especial- 
ly when a number of them had attained 
what is regarded M being of a consid- 
erable de})th. As a matter of course 
the oil whieh had accumulated in the 
vein* ati ! reservoirs in whieh that sub- 
had been storedtlbr ages, would 
Necessarily be displaced by the water 
which finds eeees* to it in eOM|MMI 
of the various strata having Ween per- 
meated by the operation of boring. 
1 here can be no question but that when 
the oil-wells are reamed out, and new 
ones are sunk, and the whole put in 
operation, that wells will again become 
of the flowing class in this region. In 
fact there is some evidence of this dis- 
played at the present, for there is al- 
ready less difficulty encountered in 
pumping wells at specific depths that 
M as encountered a few mouths ago. 

In 18G2 a well was sunk at Oil-Springs 
which flowed at a rate of not less than 
seven thousand barrels of oil per day. 
This rate of discharge was established 
by various methods of calculation, and 
by parties who were disinterested and 
wholy reliable. There can be no ques- 
tion that if there were a concert of ac- 
tion in this legion, but that many wells 
which are MOW classed as "pumping 
wells" would become " flowing wells." 
As before stated, many facts point in 
this direction. 

Many wells strike a lubricating oil at, 
or just below reaching the rock, and in 
a few instances, a thick oil is obtained 
for some time after the first rock i- 
reached. 

As regards "pumping wells," this re- 
gion so far as operations have been ex- 
tended, is unsurpassed. Thus operations 
have been renewed in this territory, as 
stated, for but a few months, and yet 
there are wells here that yield, as a 
minimum, five barrels, and as a maxi- 
mum, not less than from two hundred 
and fifty to four hundred barrels per 
day. Those wells that yield the small- 
est amount are altogether in the initia- 
tory stage. This fact may be stated 
which has been established beyond ca- 
vil, that no well was ever sunk in Enis- 
killon township which has not yielded 



cautions were taken, in profitable pro- 
portion. 

An attractive feature connected with 
this region is the institution of a Board 
of Trade. This board is pom posed of 
the best, most reliable, and high-toned 
gentlemen in this region, and, In fact, 
lone others are admitted as member* 
These gentlemen studiously avoid the 
promulgation of anything Hke exaggera- 
ted statements, in their official capacity. 
And In truth parties who transact busi- 
ness with the members of the board in- 
dividually, experience the same fact. 
The object of the Board of Trade, at 
Oil Springs, is t > conduct the petroleum 
business in all respects like any other 
branch of commercial business, and 
thus avoid the inflations and depres- 
sions which operate so injuriously in 
other localities, and entail such serious 
private and public losses. Bnainees con- 
ducted upon such a plan deserves the 
strongest support and highest praise, 
and we sincerely hope to see similar 
Boards conducted upon the same basis 
j in our State. 

Another advantage which capitalists 
I experience in this region, is, that there 
! is no direct tax on crude petroleum, and 
I ine o ea e tax is • nullity. Again, the St. 
'Clair river is but a few miles distant, 
by which direct shipment can be made 
to Europe. Labor and costs of living 
are perhaps relatively k"*s than with us 
These lands are located in the Devo- 
nian formation, and the.lithologieal and 
fossjliferous character of the rock, as 

displayed by the i> wings, show the fact 

thai the operator in this region has not 
le.-s than a thousand vertical feet to op- 
erate upon. As the strata have but a 
very slight dip towards the west, as a 
matter of course the horizontal exten- 
sion is Immeasurably greater. 

The vast deposits of asphaltum, term- 
ed in this region ginn, constitute an in- 
teresting feature. This asphaltum is 
inspissated petroleum, which has been 
brought to the consistency of resin by 
atmospheric- evaporation. A cubic foot 
of this asphaltum or mineral pitch, rep- 
resents the effusion of not less than from 
sixty to eighty cubic feet of lubricating 
oil, and from a hundred to a hundred 
ami twenty feet of illuminating oil. 
Some of the best wells are sunk on and 
in the vicinity of these deposits ( .;" as- 
phaltum. These deposits, in situ, are 
termed f/um Ocds. 

The illuminating petroleum In this 
region will yield from eighty to eighty- 
two per cent, of burning fluid of supe- 
rior quality. The Improosiongwhlch some 
entertain, who have never visited this 
region, that the Lampton county oil 
contains sulphur, and is difficult of re- 
finement, is altogether erroneous. No 
better oil is to be had in quality in any 
oil territory whatever. 

As regards the collateral indications 
of oil in this region, it is almost super- 
fluous to speak Thus, oil-gas, oil-shale, 
asphaltum, etc., etc., are all well dis- 
played, 

At another time we will have occasion 
to speak of the Canada oil regions, and 
to institute a comparison between them 
and those which we have surveyed in 
various parts of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee.

Situated centrally 
in the Union, Kentucky is easily ac- 
cessible to all ttej market* the country 
affords. Her agricultural wealth, we 
eaa affirm without much exaggeration 
at leas?, i» inferior to no other State In 
the Government: while her mineral re- 
sources, it is perhaps impossible to esti- 
mate. She abounds in streams and fuel 
without limit, to propel any amount of 
machinery, while her immense forests, 
comparatively unused to the soand of 
the woodman's axe, can furnish mate- 
rial for innumerable manufactories for 
ages to come. 

It is a rare thing to see a district of 
country affording facilities for agricul- 
ture and manufactories in >o nearly the 
same proportion. On the very land 
\\ hence a few months previous the heavy 
timber for the construction of machin- 
ery and agricultural implements was 
removed to the mill on the banks of the 
stream but a short distance oil", may be 
seen a heavy and prolific crop. Such is 
not the case on the barren hills of New 

England, for there it requires great la- 
bor and expense to put the lauds in a 

tillable Condition, and they are made 
only moderately productive at best. 
Thus we have equal, if not greater ad- 
vantages for manufacturing and vastly 
superior facilities for agriculture. 

Ii behooves the people of Kentucky 
to invest more of their capital in man- 
ufactures, and also by representing our 
great advantages to capitalists in other 
States to induce them to lay out a por- 
tion of their means within our borders; 
for certainly with the great facilities 
whieh would be placed within their 
reach, they could promise themselves 
great rewards. 

It is offered as an objection by many 

to the feasibility of extensive manufac- 
turing in the West, that labor is higher 
here than in the East. Experience has 
shown that where labor can be obtained, 
thither laborers will flock in great num- 
bers, and prices will in this case, as in 
all others, be regulated by supply and 
demand; and even if price of labor here 
Is higher than In the Eastern States, it 
will cause immigration hitherward. les- 
sen the number of em p l oy es at the Eas- 
tern mills, create demand there result- 
ing from scarcity, and compel them to 
advance wages to the Western standard, 
and we will be fully able to compete 
with them In all branches of manufac- 
ture. 

May we not indulge the hope that the 
Imprisoned energies of our people will 
break the barriers of lethargy which 
have so securely fastened them hitherto, 
and joining in the rapid march of pros- 
perity, will advance to the desired |goal 
of supremacy, making use of tiie great 
gifts which the munificent hand of na- 
ture has showered upon them; and may 
Kentucky take her proper position in 
the first rank of States in this galaxy 
— the position to which nature and na- 
ture's God have evidently assigned her.

This country enjojys the most perfect 
monopoly as to quality of cotton, and 
under ordinary circumstances very 
nearly so as regards quantity. Our ex- 
ports to foreign markets amount to ful- 
ly three-fourths of the whole amount 
raised, and calculations are based on 
what is likely to be the European de- 
mand. It is to be remembered that t ho 
short supply of cotton and the conse- 
quent high price of all kinds of cotton 
goods, have placed them beyond the 
reach of the masses, who are, 'tis is well 
known, the great consumers, and how- 
ever economical they may have been, it 
is but fair to presume that their supply 
is well nigh exhausted, and that they 
have long since felt the pressing neces- 
sity of replenishing their stock. Can 
we for one moment imagine that, with 
such a demand, any crop which could 
possibly be raised in the South would 
more than partially supply these wants? 

Manifestly not. Every' reduction In 
value will add to the list of consumers, 
which will be a strong arm in sustain- 
ing it against any very great or sudden 
depression. And viewed in this light, 
which we conceive to bo the only true 
one, there has never been a time when 
anything like as large profits could be 
relied on with half the degree of cer- 
tainty. Considerable stress is laid on 
the fact that the war and the consequent 
blockade of the ports of the cotton 
States h;is stimulated the culture of cot- 
ton i>r other countries, and it is predict- 
ed that this will operate favorably to 
cotton growers here. Granting that ne- 
cessitous circumstances have created 
this opposition, does not common sense 
teach us that the way to break it down 
is to remove the necessity in which it 
had its origin, and that those who are 
urging the people to be sparing in their 
efforts to produce a large crop are fos- 
tering the very thing they profess to 
fear/ 

The preference of American over In- 
dia cotton is shown in the relative value 
of 43 to 27, a difference due to the su- 
periority of American ; and if it be 
maintained — there is no reason why it 
should not— it is only a question of time 
how long it will be held profitable to 
cultivate it elsewhere. As we furnish 
them a better quality at reduced prices, 
the inducements are Withdrawn, and it 
is but natural to expect a corresponding 
falling off m the supply from these forced 
cotton regions. It is idle to talk of any 
competition springing up in so limited 
a period that could seriously effect the 
interests of this country, and the very 
preposterousness of such an idea is 
what leads us to suspect that those ad- 
vocatinjt it have other intentions than 1 
are seen on the surface. He that as it 
may, we are satisfied that the profits 
arising worn the cultivation of this great 
Southern staple must, for a few years to 
come, at least, be far in excess of those 
yielded in any other agricultural pur- 
suits; and we have said as much, not 
with any hope of enlightening old plan- 
ters on the subject, but for the purpose 
of disabusing the minds of capitalists 
abroad who may possibly have read and 
been misled by the arguments of these 
would be alarmists.

"RAULnoATj Mattus. — for some time 
past the N. and C. R li., has suffered 
considerable inconvenience in shipping 
freight .South, owing to the neglect of 
the Western and Atlanta road t<> re- 
move tbe freight promptly from Chat- 
tanooga. The general freight agent of 
the N.and (.'. It. li., informs us that his 
road lias at present about ninety cars on 
the W. and A. R li., merely for the pur 
pose of transferring the freight to At- 
lanta as fast a> possible. The number of 
cars transferred daily to the westward, 
averages between twenty and thirty, 
and these cars are often delayed several 
days :ic Chattanooga. Yesterday, at 
noon, there were one hundred and'fiftv- 
two loaded cars at that place awaiting 
transfer. 

"We understand it is probable that a 
new Superintendent will shortly be 
sleeted for the Western and Atlantic 
road. How much blame attaches to 
that road for neglecting to sliip freight 
received from other roads we eannot 
say, but there certainly is a blockade at 
Chattanooga. A proposition has been 
made to the Louisville road by Super- 
intendent Ewlng to ran their ears di- 
rectly through from Louisville to Chat- 
tanooga, but for some reason that prop- 
osition has not been accepted."

Feeding Cattle. 

"With the present scarcity of labor and 
consequent high prices of grain, it is 
important in feeding cattle to handle 
them in such manner as to feed as little 
grain as possible, depending mainly up- 
on grass and the gleanings of the har- 
vest fields. To make first quality of 
beef, take a lot of thrifty Durhams, three 
years old, say three quarter bloods, aver- 
aging one thousand pounds; commence 
feeding them about the middle of March 
upon crushed corn, put in troughs— say 
one peck in the morning, and the same 
quantity in the afternoon, to each head; 
have racks filled with good stock fodder 
or wheat straw well salted. Treat them 
in this way until about the middle of 
May, then turn them on good clover and 
blue grass, changing every few weeks 
during the summer months that they 
may have fresh grass; about the middle 
of October commence feeding again as 
in March and April, giving them the 
benefit of the best grass, and by the mid- 
dle of December, they are ready for 
market, and will have gained in weight 
on an average 2J pounds per head per 
day, or in nine months G75 pounds, mak- 
ing the average l'»7o pounds. 

It is a fair estimate to say that such 
cattle as these, at the 1st of March can 
be bought at 5 cents, and will readily 
sell by the middle of December, thus fat- 
ted, at 6 cents. Thus we have cattle 
costing $50 per head worth S100 50 per 
head. This increase has been made 
ith, say— GO bushels of crushed corn, 
al to about 40 bushels net:, and five 
nths grazing.

ntion to some new sorts of recent 
troduction, which are worthy of trial, 
not, indeed, of extensive cultivation, 
)th for family use and the market 
btai;>. BmMm the RCW sorts, there art 
some old and well-known varieties of 
superior merit, which I would recom- 
mend as beingunequaled by other kinds 
maturing simultaneously with them. 

All the following varieties can be ob- 
tained from the seed stores, or supplied 
by them on short notice, at rcnoniMfl 



DWARF OR SNAP BEANS. 

Early Valentine, one of the ear- 
liest and luM: Urown SPBCKED Valen- 
tine, or Refugee or Thoueemd to One, 
is the most productive and best for the 
main crop. Both of these kinds have 
round penis, 1<>i:^ and tender, and are 
longer in W8QI1, and more succulent 
than those varieties with flat pods. The 
Ji'ffngcc should be planted throughout 
the season, as it i* the tenderest and 
most productive of all the snap beans, 
and good until frost kills the young 
pods. 

Dwarf Hortk i ltfral, or BatawaU 
amie, and the Large White Kiuxey, 
or J'oyal Uuarf, are most excellent 
l>eans to use green or dry; shelled green 
and cooked as Lima beans, they are 
rich and high flavored; but they are 
more valuable for winter i^e and much 
better than the white field bean. 

All dry beans and peas should be 
soaked for six hours, or longer, in warm 
water before they are cooked for table 
use. 

pole or running beans. 

The London Horticultural, or 
Wren's Egg, stands unrivalled at the 
head of this cla^s. Pods striped with 
red, seeds oval, medium to large size, 
light cream color, striped and speckled 
dark red; is excellent when used as a 
"snap; ? ' and is particularly rich and fine 
when at a more advanced stage, it is 
shelled and cooked as the Lima bean; 
indeed, for fall and winter use, there is 
no bean that equals the Wren's Egg in 
tenderness, richness and delicacy of fla- 
vor. These qualities are all retained 
when dry. 

N. B. The foregoing list of snap-beans 
embraces all the varieties that need be 
planted, whether for summer or winter 
use. Their great value in winter has 
been overlooked, and, when fully ap- 
preciated, they will entirely supersede 
the ordinary white bean now generally 
cultivated. 

lima beans or butter beans. 

The Large Lima is better than the 
tSMAix. Lima. (Synonyms of the femall 
Lima are Carolina, Sewer, Sleva or 
Saba bean). It is superior in size, ten- 
derness and in rich, buttery flavor. The 
Lima bean should never be shelled un- 
til needed for the table. The practice 
of shelling and keeping them on hand 
for several days before using, detracts 
much from their flavor, and makes them 
tough and insipid. The Lima bean 
should be planted in sunny weather; af- 
ter rather than before a rain, as the 
seeds are apt to rot if the soil is too 
wet. 

But few persons are aware of the fact 
that, unless each bean is planted with 
the eye placed downwards, it will prob- 
ably not come up at all. 

cabbage. 
re two varieties, of which won- 



derful accounts as to their great size and 
productiveness were published during 
the past season. If acclimated in Ken- 
tucky (by planting seed raised here), 
they might prove acquisitions. These 
new varieties originated with Mr. J.J. 
H. Greg o ry, of Marblehood Mass., and 
are described as follows: 

Stone Mason, >ize very large, and 
exceedingly rich, sweet and tender, 
stump small and short. 

Marbi.ehead Mammoth, the largest 
ever BOWH; with good culture will aver- 
age thirty pounds per head. A farmer 
in Illinois made, it is stated, at the rate 
of a thousand dollars per acre this j,ast 
season, by growing these two kinds of 
cabbage. 

CELERY . 

The Dwarf White Frenc h is .-aid 
to be a superb variety of dwarf habit, 
very solid crisp, of fine flavor and not so 
liable to wither, and become stingy as 
the large varieties. Several correspon- 
dents ot the Horticulturist have highly 
commended the Dwarf Celery as being 
far superior to the Giant variety. 

CORN FOR THE TABLE. 

The Evergreen Sweet is undoubted- 
ly the best, but it matures later than the 
Early Adams. The Everc;reen keeps 
soft longer than any other sort, but the 
suckers must be kept down from the 
very start or the roasting ears will not 
be more than half filled with grains. 

OKRA, OR GOMRO. 

It is astonishing how few persons use 
thisnutricious and wholesome vegetable: 
it cannot be gathered too young, and 
when fried like oysters, it is equally 
as delicious and more digestible. A 
committee sent by a neighboring Agri- 
cultural Society to examine the Fair 
Grounds in this vicinity saw ami tasted 
this vegetable for the first time, while 
dining at my house. Two out of three 
ggricultuaists did not even know what 
it was— not having ever heard the name 
before. 

PEAS. 

Of all the numerous varieties of peas, 
there is I new variety of such surpassing 
excellence that it is a pleasure to call es- 
pecial attention to it. It is the 

Eugenie Pea.— 12 very cultivator who 
has tested it spe-aks of it as among the 
very best. 

Thorburn, of New York, says the wrm* 
Ued m a rrow* (of which this is one) ttrc 
the/meet favored >■/ all pea*. Bliss, of 
Springfield, Mass., -ays it Is the earliest 
white wrinkled wuuraw pea in cu'tira- 
t ion— podding from the bottom of the 
haulm to the top. with fine, largt pea*. 
Landreth, of Philadelphia, the beat 
known of all seed growers, says it it tin- 
questkmaJbtg the best pea in cultivation — 
dwarf in it* habit (three feet high i, re- 
quiring but short rode; the \j<a (urge, 
succulent, luscious better thorn the 
Champion of England, though Vic lat- 
ter is good. We recommend the Bugt - 
m'e, wherever qu ali tg is the ruling object, 
ana next the Champion. 

Now, to these recommendations I can 
add my own experience, and can say 
that it is the best flavored and most de- 
licious pea I ever tasted. It matures 
after the early varieties, and is the best 
for the main crop. 

Let every one plant the Eugenie, if 
they wish to be gratified and delighted. 
potatoes. 

The Peach Blow is now conceded to 
be the best late potato for this latitude. 
The White BPBOUT proves the earliest; 
and with me, las: season, it was quite 
productive, and ready for use at least 
ten days before the Neshanoc was ma- 
tured. There are several new seedings 
that are very popular m the Northern 
Slates that should be tested in our soil 
and climate. One is the Early Sover- 
eign, spoken of by Landreth and by 
Thorn burn as "a very early variety, 
quick growth, highly productive," and 
"extra fine.*' The price of this variety 
is this season, just double what it was in 
lfeliu, which may be considered a fair 
test of its merits,' having proved satis- 
factory under further trial. The other 
seedling! were raised by the late lie v. 
C E. Goodrich, of Dtica, N. V.. one, 
called the Gap.net Chili, is almost uni- 
versally recommended in the Northern 
St-ttes, as the best for general crop; "it 
is very large, fine flavored, does not rot 
ami is uncommonly productive." This 
testimony is corroborated by hundreds 
of persons, from Maine to Missouri, who 
have grown this variety during the past 
five years. The other seeding raised by 
Mr. Goodrich is called the UUZ-CO, or 
CTz-co White, which is of "first-rate 
quality, ' and is said to surpass the Gar- 
net Chili in its extraordinary produc- 
tiveness. I have read the statements of 
reliable persons, living In different 
States, showing that the measured yield 
per acre of these varieties averaged two, 
three and four-fold more than the Mer- 
cer or Xeshanoc, grown under condi- 
tions equally as favorable. 

WQfJMUL 

Several new varieties of the Squash 
are such great improvements that they 
should be cultivated more generally by 
our gardeners. 

The Boston Marrow, for fall use, and 
the Hubbard, for winter and spring, 
are both delicate, wholesome and nutri- 
cious, fully equal in quality to the Sweet 
Potato. "With high culture, five thous- 
and five hundred pounds of good market 
squashes have been raised on half an 
acre of land." 

TOMATO. 

This indispensable fruit has been won- 
derfully Improved of late years by the 
introduction of new varieties from trop- 
ical countries and by hybridizing. 

The variety from the Fegee Islands 
is the best ever grown in this vicinity, 
being round, smooth, medium-sized, 
beautiful in color and very solid. Ma- 
turing late in the season, it should not 
be relied on for an early crop; it is the 
best for canning, having fewer seeds 
than any other kind. 

Lam'l Perfected is a superior sort, 
apparently a hybrid between the Letrge 
lied and the Eegte. It is a decided im- 
provement upon the common and older 
kinds, notwithstanding its habit of sport- 
ing back occasionally to its original par- 
ent-sorts. Some six years since I prt>- 
cured some seeds of the above varieties, 
and had no little trouble in persuading 
a few of the market gardeners in this 
vicinity to plant them. In respect to 
improvements in agricultural matters, 
our people would promote their own in- 
terests m being more enterprising. Now, 
so far from refusing to plant, even on 
trial, a new variety of seed, I observe in 
a late magazine that a person in Ohio 



having received from a seed-grower a 
few seeds of the Tilden Tomato, forth- 
with hastens to ackn< wledge his obli- 
gations for the favor by publishing a 
very considerable puff of that new va- 
riety. The Tilden Tomato is in such 
demand that the supply of seed will 
probably be insufficient to meet it- and 
betas; so highly recommended, it' is to 
be hoped some of our members will try 
it this season. 

In calling your attention, gentlemen, 
to the foregoing varieties of desirable 
vegetables, as being sorts particularly 
worthy of cultivation, you know that! 
have no other interest in the matter 
than that, jointly with yourselves, of 
being desirous solely to promote the en- 
joyments and comfort of our families, 
friends and neighbors. And inasmuch 
as the earth can be made to vield its 
fruits only by the sweat of the brow, 
we can, at all events, so direct our ef- 
forts in cultivating improved kinds of 
seeds as to obtain, with the blessing of a 
kind Providence, the most satisfactory 
returns for the labor expended. 



Bourbon County Distillers of "Old 
Bourbon. " 



The manufacturers of whisky, in the 
portions of Bourbon and Harrison coun- 
ties lying between Paris and Cynthiana, 
the region that gave the name of "Bour- 
bon"' that portion of Harrison was 
taken from Bourbon) to the pure juice 
of the corn, copper distilled, have made 
fortunes out of the war. Mr. T. Mageb- 
bin a few years ago emigrated from Ohio, 
and engaged as a laborer in the distil- 
lery near Lair Station, which he now 
owns. By his attention to business, and 
gentlemanty manners, he won upon the 
hated slaveholders, who indorsed for 
him when he became a partner and An- 
ally sole owner of the concern. He was 
considerably involved when the war 
commenced. Now he is the wealthiest 
man In his region. Lately he purchased 
over a thousand acres of land, adjoining 
hi< distillery farm, paying for it over one 
hundred dollars per acre. 

Mr. Henry Shawhan, [n 1839mrrehased 
a large farm at one hundred dollars per 
acre. Being compelled to sell at fifty 
dollars, In the financial crisis that fol- 
lowed, he was banktupted. Whisky at 
that time fell from SO to 12J cents. "Old 
Bourbon,'' however, has brought him 
out, and he owns several fine farms in 
Bourbon and Harrison. 

Col. Samuel Ewalt, the noted distiller 
near Shawhan Station, commenced life 
without a shilling. Recently he bid one 
hundred and twenty-one 'dollars per 
acre for the finest farm and most beau- 
tiful residence In his neighborhood. 

In ISo", George White, a Harrison 
boy, was an applicant for the position of 
Clerk in the "Kentucky State Flag" of- 
fice In this place; but as it was desirable 
that the clerk should also act as an as- 
sistant editor, we were, very fortunately 
for him, chosen. This drove him to get 
a half clerkship in Miller's distillery in 
Ea>i Paris. Miller, In a year or more, 
d:< d, a wealthy bachelor, and having 
been pleased With Mr. White, left him 
a few thousand dollars. With this sum 
he became a partner in the new con- 
cern. Now he is one of Hpurbou's 
wealthy men. George say- fr" we bad 
not kept him out of the newspaper es- 
tablishment he would now be a poor 
man:|that he would probably have turned 
politician, joined In the war, and had 
his head blown off; ami that he intends 
to give us several barrels of the oldest 
and purest. 

The Messrs. Cook, of Cynthiana, 
bought the Keller distillery on credit, 
when the war broke out; now they drive 
teams equal to New York fast men.

A s h LAN d— The Ag eicti.tcr al Col- 
umns. — We understand that Mr. J. B. 
Bowman, Regent of Kentucky Univer- 
sity, has taken possession of '"'Ashland'' 
(which he recently purchased for the 
site of the Agricultural College of Ken- 
tucky, at the sum of $90,000, | for the pur- 
pose of making such improvements and 
arrangements as to put this College of 
thejUniversity Into operation at an early 
day. 

We also learn that he has purchased 
the splendid place of J. B. Till'ord, Esq., 
lying immediately adjoining Ashland, 
and between it ami the city, for the sum 
of $40,000 with a view of locating other 
Colleges of the University upon it, and 
for carrying out on a liberal scale his 
great plans for the upbuilding of Ken- 
tucky University.— These two places, 
thus connected, and containing 433 acres 
of as fine land as any In the world, with 
their elegant improvements, will make 
as handsome a site for a great Univer- 
sity as any in America, and will be the 
pride and glory of our city. Every citi- 
zen of Kentucky ought to feel an inter- 
est in aiding Mr. Bowman In his efforts 
for the upbuilding of this Institution, 
which, we trust, is destined to be the 
first In the Mississippi Valley.

Business Maxims. 



Points ok a Good Hog.— The mere 
name 'breed) of a hog is not always a 
criterion of its excellence. Early ma- 
turity and a tendency to take on flesh, 
will do more towards making a hog val- 
uable, than any virtue contained In the 
mere title of Berkshire, Suffolk, &c, for 
it may possess more of the valuable 
qualities of the breed. 

In the true Berkshire, the result of a 
cross between the Chinese and Neapol- 
itan varieties, we find the nearest ap- 
proach to a desired standard, the chief 
points of which are as follows:— The 
breast and lions should be broad, the 
bone and joints small, and the legs just 
long enough to prevent the belly from 
touching the ground; the feet should be 
firm, even, upright and sound; the head 
should be broad an^ thick; the snout 
short, and the ears light, thin and in- 
cline slightly forward. 

Nor is color to be overlooked in de- 
termining the breed of the animal. A 
dark skin and thin hair shows Neapol- 
itan blood; a white skin and medium 
size indicate the Chinese breed, while a 
light or reddish hue, with dark spots, 
denotes the Berkshire.— [Rural Ameri- 
can.

In the 
city, in which this caution was written, 
there are several men who twelve 
months stacc were worth from twenty- 
five thousand to one hundred thousand 
dollars, that are not worth one cent. It 
was wild speculation in cotton, pork and 
stocks, that reduced them to their pres- 
ent condition. They have our compas- 
sion it is true, and so has a ruined prod- 
igal and all other victims of error. 
They are alike unfortunate — very un- 
fortunate. But where is their relief.' 
Where their remedy? Alas! very often 
nowhere. A speculator's house is built 
upon stilts, and a prudent man will pass 
it on the opposite side of the street, lest 
In its fall he, too should be crushed, un- 
der its ruins.

Every man in hnsinnsg i< anxious 
to curtail his engagements, not knowing 
v hat change may be impending In pri- 
ces and in private and public cjnri- 
denc. The agitation respecting the fi- 
nancial policy of the government Is 
thus producing wide spread depression 
and probably there will be no positive 

Improvement until the comae of the 

Treasury in reference to the currencv is 
definitely marked out ami settled' bv 
Congress. 

As generally happens in cases similar 
to the present, an unusual amount of un- 
employed funds is held by capitalists 
and merchants who are anxious to have 
their means at command. Thus larger 
sums of money are offering in Wall 
Ktreet every day than the very limited 
business now doing can find employ- 
ment for. The money market is pletor- 
i<- with capital-seeking temporary bor- 
rowers, and the deposites in the banks 
rJM and fall in a very embarrassing and 
spasmodic manner, as the dealer* are 
able to withdraw to lend their funds for 
a day or two on call. These and kin- 
dred symptoms have awakened some 
apprehensions leaf a panic should su- 
pervene. But, really, men cautious cir- 
cumsjK'Ction affords the very best 
ground of confidence. For the panic 
which every body expects never comes. 
And the short credits which are now in 
vogue are among the very best safe- 
guards against such financial disasters 

As stated above wedo not look for any 
decided revival of business, until Con- 
a: ess has indicated what is to be its ac- 
tion in reference to our finances. The 
bill reported by Mr. Morrill, the 8th 
<;f January, and now before the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means for consolida- 
ting the public debt, sVc, is therefore, 
the most important measure of the ses- 
sion, and many of its features have call- 
ed forth decided opposition and served 
to disturb public confidence. In the 
examination of its details, however, our 
readers must keep in mind the state of 
things with which the bill has to deal, 
and the difficulties it is designed to 
meet. 

The chief of these difficulties Is the 
large amount of our short-date floating 
obligations. Of our national debt, 
which amounts altogether to about 2,800 
millions, some 1,100 millions are repre- 
sented by long bonds, none of which 
mature before the year UNO, The re- 
mainder of the d e la y er almost 1,708 mil- 
lions, is of shorter date, the larger part 
of It falling due in 1867 and 1868. The 
problem to be solved by the bill before 
us then is to raise I, Tun* millions of dol- 
lars during the next two years, or as 
soon thereafter as the money may be 
wanted to extinguish the greenbacks 
and other outstanding obligations of the 
Treasury. Mr. McCulloch, when he 
was here the early part of the month, 
expressed the opinion that the income 
of the Government from taxation will 
be enough to pay all new claims and cur- 
rent expenditures. If so, the alxivo 
mentioned 1,708 millions are all that will 
be necessary to provide for by a loam 

Now there are some among us who 
say that this amount is too large for us 
to raise without appealing to foreign 
liapilaliete for aid. But theTreasnry re- 
port recently presented to Congress, 
shows that during the last year of the 
war WO raised bv MUM and taxes no less 
than ?l,897,ti74,^4. We shall surely be 
able to raise 1,700 millions In several 
years, if during a single year of war we 
"raised 1,000 millions, without impover- 
ishment, without prostratingour nation- 
al industry, and without producing more 
than a hrsnsttorj retardation of the 
swift, deep widening current of our na- 
tional wealth. Yet in defencere to the 
desponding few there has been inserted 
in the draft of the new finance bill the 
objectionable and unpopular feature of 
a foreign loan. 

Another complaint against the bill at 
present is that asrei>orted, it lacked unity 
of purpose and is too vague and indef- 
inite. The amount to be borrowed un- 
der it for instance is nowhere fixed. In 
no previous loan bills, even during the 
prodigious expenses of the war, has Con- 
gress ever failed to limit the borrowing 
power to a specific amount. But altho' 
we know exactly how much we shall 
require to borrow, the measure fixes no 
limits to the authority given to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to issue securi- 
ty arte pledge the credit of the nation. 
* Moreover, he la to emit bonds not only 
for thepmpose of retiring United States 
notes and other floating obligations, 
but he may exchange any bonds author- 
ized by this net for any other bonds of 
the United States. This last provision 
is interpreted to refer to the five-twen- 
ties, and to the sixes of 1 SSI ; which se- 
curities it is urged should be transform- 
ed into one consolidated fund. The 
magnitude of this change may be infer- 
red from the fact that five-twenties 
amount to S00o,o70,800, and the sixes of 
1881 to S2>,^<)4'),^K), both bearing inter- 
est at 6 per cent, in coin. 

For our own part, however, we can 
scarcely believe that this plan is serious- 
ly entertained or could l>e at present re- 
alized. The time for changing the in- 
terest on our bonds from 0 to 5 per cent, 
or even lower, will assuredly come. But 
before that change is possible Congre— 
will have abundant time to consider the 
best methodsof accomplishing the work. 
And the bill before us i< intended for a 
very different purpose. That part of the 
firstsection, therefore, which authorizes 
the exchanging of bonds, except it can 
be sustained by more adequate reasons, 
will run imminent risk of f>eing struck 
out. The objects to be accomplished by 
the present Congress in this part of finan- 
cial legislation are of the highest pos- 
sible moment, and the country cannot 
afford to run the risk of having them 



thwarted by complications with schemes 
of doubtful practicability and more than 
doubtful policy. But it Is generally 
agreed that Mr. Merill's loan bill, in its 
present shape, cannot pass and that 
Congress will have to make some im- 
portant modifications to render it ac- 
ceptable to the nation or adapt it to its 
purpose. In the meantime, however, 
commercial enterprise must be arrested 
and business must continue dull so long 
as a doubt with regard to our future fi- 
nancial policy exists. 

It should be remembered by Congress 
that after all, the great point to be solv- 
ed is, how can we return t > specie pay- 
ments with the least disturbance to our 
monetary and commercial Interests. 
The fundamental great fault of our pa- 
per currency is evidently its redundan- 
cy. Too much of it is afloat, and the 
ove r issue has eattsed its depreciation. 
Whatever diversity of opinion obtains 
in the public mind on other monetary 
questions, on this point there is none. 
We all believe that the first thing to 
be done, with a view to currency reform, 
is currency Contraction. Before we can 
hope to resume coin payments, the vol- 
ume of our paper money must be re- 
duced. How much of it must be with- 
drawn, none of us are wise enough to 
say. We will And out by experience. 
But the beat evidence at command 
saema to point to the conclusion that the 
amount of our paper currency will not 
usually exceed 350 or 4<K) millions in 
time of specie payments. Whatever 
may hereafter prove to be the normal 
amount, however, we know that a very 
large part of the paper currency now 
afloat must, as soon as possible be de- 
monetized and got out of the way. 

Some people argue as if this contrac- 
tion of oar paper money were a work of 
the future, a voyage not yet begun, a per- 
ilous enterprise for which we can have 
no precedence to guide us. But, really, 
the process of contraction has been go- 
ing on around us for several months 
pa-t , and it has proceeded so gradually 
and quietly that we have scarcely sus- 
pected, as we have seen gold fall, and 
merchandise fall, and most ef the neces- 
saries of life fall, that to the other caus- 
es of this decline of prices was added 
one greater and more permanent than 
them all — the appreciation of our cur- 
rency, the gradual contraction of its 
volume, the increasing growth of the 
purchasing power. 

It is a noteworthy and very gratify- 
ing fact, that this contraction has been 
effected without any of those spasms 
which usually attend such changes, anil 
^altogether due to the compound inter- 
est notes. They have proved to oe at 
once the most powerful, the most satis- 
factory, and the most elastic of all the 
methods which have ever been devised 
for checking the inflation and contract- 
ing the volume of a depreciated paper 
money. 

Of these compound notes there are at 
present outstanding 180,000,000; most 
of which have now ceased to circulate 
as money. The volume of our active 
currency has thus been lessened to a cor- 
responding extent, and the contraction 
of the currency has produced and will 
continue to produce, as it goes on, a 

powerful effect on prices. 

Nor is this result mysterious or inca- 
lileof rational explanation. Itisinper- 
fect accordance with the well-kno^n 
principles of monetary science. For, as 
the best authors tell us, there are two 
tilings which chiefly govern the depre- 
ciation of paper money, first its quanti- 
ty and secondly its activity. If we wish 
to diminish the depreciation of our cur- 
rency must diminish eithei its quantity 
or activity or both . 

Such then, is the problem to be solv- 
ed in the restoration of our currency. 
We shall lessen i's depreciation in pro- 
portion as we either lower its quantity or 
retard its activity : As we stated before 
this is being done by the compound 
interest notes. These notes, when first 
issued, move as quickly from hand to 
hand as ordinary greenbacks ; but as in- 
terest accrues they circulate slowly, be- 
cause they are legal tender only for 
their face", and the holder, if he pays 
them out, loses the interest. After a few 
months they accumulate in the vaults of 
banks and elsewhere, and do not emerge 
from their retreat to join the current of 
the circulation except when some strin- 
gency or pressure in the money market 
summons them. And at length, when 
they are sufficiently fat with interest, 
they slumber in their hiding place, no 
matter how severe the pinch and mon- 
etary spasm may be. Here, then, we 
have the problem of contraction com- 
pletely solved. We see a legal tender 
note passing through all the stages of 
diminishing activity, until at last it is, 
for all practical purposes, as completely 
demonetized and fixed as the United 
States bonds themselves. 

This, then, la the machinery for con- 
tracting the currency. It is a plan 
which is now in operation. It has stood 
the test of experience. What remains 
to be done is to use it wisely. Let the 
whole mass of greenbacks be gradually, 
slowly converted into compound inter- 
est notes falling due at different dates. 
Letthesejcompound notes be funded into 
long bonds on liberal terms during their 
third year; and finally let the banks 
continue to use these notes as a part of 
their reserve until maturity, but not af- 
terwards. In other words, let these 
notes cease to be legal tenders at matu- 
rity. 

Paper Money. 

A Wm Facts from the Past that May be (MM at 
Pro;. 

Two volumes of an American edition 
of Martin's "History of France," have 
already appeared. They cover the pe- 
riod commencing with the decline of 
the French monarchy and ending with 
the revolution of 1789. An instance of 
financial inflation, by which a nation 
was beggared, is peculiarly interesting 
at present. The reflections of Mr. Mar- 
tin upon the subject of paper money are 
so valuable now that we make room for 
a few extracts: 

"Paper, which is almost valueless, can- 
not fill the part of the precious metals; 
it can only represent them by voluntary 
agreement. The state cannot create 
value, that is, make something out of; 
nothing, any more than private indi- j 
viduals; it substantiates existing values; i 
if it abruptly and arbitrarily changes j 
the relations of these values by chang- 
ing the nominal value of the metallic 1 



currency, it does an iniquitous and ab- 
surd thing, as Law himself clearly de- 
monstrates in a memorial of 1715. When 
the state creates paper money it creates 
the sign of real estate or other values 
which the paper represents; it does not 
create a new value. The ideal that the 
state creates value is a fallacy of the 
legists of the Middle Ages; it is* by this 
sophism that they justified the royal 
coiners, Phillippe the Fab", and his im- 
itators. 

Paper being unable to be the equiva- 
lent of specie, its compulsory currency 
is therefore a violation of economic laws; 
if this violation may lie salutary in cer- 
tain cases, it is like all those measures 
of public safety which violate certain 
laws in the name of higher law.-: it is 
economy yielding to policy: it is ob&id- 
ionai currency; it Is the cutignal im- 
posed S3 a sign of solidarity on ali the 
children of the country in danger. There 
are heroic remedies, which we renounce 
as aoon as we return to a normal state, 
and which are weapons of war, anil not 
Instruments of reform. . 

The compulsory currency of paper 
would not have been necessary if the 
project of the bank am! the genera! com- 
pany had been completely realized. In 
an association of this kind every mem- 
ber must receive the paper emitted by 
the society. Now the whole nation, the 
whole state, being associated, the paper 
would naturally have been current 
everywhere. This idea of a nation work- 
ing as a single man fascinates the im- 
agination, but appeals to reason. Sup- 
pose that Indi vidua] liberty, the princi- 
ple of all progress, could preserve its 
play in such a mechanism, what hands 
could ever be strong enough ami wise 
enough to regulate all the movements 
of this colossal machine? The first part 
of the system, the state a banker, appals 
us less than the system complete. 

Here is a striking picture of the mania 
which possessed the people of France 
at the time when Law's scheme was 
most popular : 

Who does not know by tradition that 
narrow ami dingy Hue Quineampoix, 
the center of stock-jobbing, with its 
thousand offices, whitber for six months, 
rushed and thronged all Paris, all France 
and all Europe: where ranks, sexes, the 
different orders of state, great lords and 
prelates, military men, members of the 
bar, officials, merchants and clerks, 
masters and valets, court ladies and 
women of the town, mingled together 
in one long saturnalia. It was the equal- 
ity of cupidity, the equality of play. 

And what play: Unheard of fortunes 
were made then in a few days; in a few 
hours. Lackeys, enriched by a turn of 
the hand purchased the carriages be- 
hind which they had mounted the day 
before. There were men who carried 
in their pocket-books sixty or eighty 
millions' worth of shares at* the market 
rate! Two classes of persons had the 
principal part in this wealth, improvised 
as if by a fairy's wand — the great lords 
and the farmers of the revenue. The 
cupidity of the princes ami the higher 
nobility, and baseness of the courtiers 
before the Scotch Plutus who showered 
down stocks and bank notes from his 
hands, were equalled only to the dis- 
play and prodigality of the parvenue$ in- 
toxicated by their fantastic elevation, 
lint the public, wholly carried away By 
the irresistible impulse, scarcely stop- 
ped to moralize. Each day witnessed 
the arrivals at Paris of streams of hol- 
ders of rente* and officials, whose of- 
fices had been redeemed, hastening to 
invest their funds in shares; merchants, 
who came to watch the fluctuation, to 
profit by it for their trade, or to plunge 
into it on their own account; foreign 
speculators, imitators, curious specta- 
tors, adventurers, ami intriguers. 

Luxury and the throng increased at 
once in an Incredible ratio; fabulous 
sums were expended almost, as soon as 
gained; travel was interrupted by the 
innumerable multitude of carriages; 
gold and silver glittered everywhere on 
apparel of silk and velvet; the delights 
of Lucullus and Apicious were equalled 
by the mUtUmare* * it was then that the 
word was created ) of the Hue Quincom- 
poix; a frensied and disorderly but pro- 
digiously powerful impulse had been 
given to the commerce and manufactures 
of Paris. The concentration of the pop- 
ulation was such from 1719 to 1720, that 
an historian does not hesitate to estimate 
it at one million or one hundred thous- 
and souls! The impulse of Paris reacted 
on all France; the amount of manufac- 
tures increased three-fifths; interest fell 
to one and a quarter per cent. 

Here, then, is the story of what hap- 
pened afterwards in France: 

July 13. Law obtained authority to 
establish at the bank, and in all cities 
where there were branch banks, books 
of accounts current ami transfers to the 
aggregate capital of six hundred mil- 
lions. This institution, so useful to com- 
merce, came too late. The bank was at 
the last extremity; it was forced to sus- 
pend payment, except of the ten-franc 
notes. The consternation was profound. 
The people, trembling lest the ten- 
franc notes should cease to be redeemed 
in turn, rushed to the bank in frenzied 
anguish. Stock-jobbing descended into 
the lowest strata of society. The por- 
ters of the markets turned speculators, 
bought up the notes at a discount, and 
forced their way through the crowd by 
main strength to the olfice of the cash- 
iers. They fought; they were stifled at 
the doors; many perished. Three corp- 
ses were carried by the people before the 
windows of the Regent. The carriage 
of Law was torn to pieces in the very 
court yard of the Palais Royal ( July 17. ) 
The shares, meanwhile, had fallen to 
live thousand francs in notes, which was 
no longer equal to twenty-five hundred 
francs in specie. Every one strove to 
rid himself of the notes in any manner 
possible; merchandise sextupled in 
price." 

Rich Coal Bed.— There is a vast bed 
of coal underlying the citv of La Salle, 
111., at a depth of 300 or 400 feet. The 
c ity fathers propose to sell the right of 
mining the coal to the highest bidder, 
and expect to get a bond of royalty of 
twenty cents per ton for the privilege. 
It is estimated that there are 27,000 un- 
der each acre, and as the city plat em- 
pracea G40 acres, the bonus may amount 
to three or four millions of dollars.

Sin— By an act entitled "An act to 
provide Internal Revenue to support 
the government ami to pay interest on 
the public debt," approved July 1, 1SU2, 
a duty was Imposed "on coal Illumi- 
nating oil, refined, produced bv the dis- 
tillation of coal, asphaltum, shale, peat, 

petroleum, or rock oil, and all other bi- 
tuminous substances used for Uke pur- 
poses, ten cents per gallon: Provided 
that such oil. refined and produced by 
the distillation of coal exclusively, shall 
be subject to pay a duty of eight cents 
per gallon, anything in this act to the 
contrary notwithstanding." These du- 
ties were i<> be levied, collected and paid 
on rach of udd oils m from and after 
the 1st day of August, 1S02, should be 

produced and sold, or be manufactured 
or made and sold, or removed for con- 
sumption or for delivery to others than 
agents of the manufacturer or producer 
within the I nited States or Territories 
thereof. When exported an allowance 
or drawback was given of the amount 
of the duties paid. This act took effect 
September 1, 1 882. 

By the act of June SO, 1S64, in lieu of 
the former duhes, duties were imposed 
"on coal illuminating oil, refined, and 
naptha, benzine and benzole, produced 
by the distillation of coal, asphaltum, 
wale, peat, petroleum or rock oil, and 
all other bituminous substances used for 
like purposes, a duty of twenty cents 
per gallon: Provided that such 'oil, re- 
fined and produced by the distillation of 
coal, asphaltum or shale exclusively, 
shall lie subject to pay a duty of fifteen 
cents per gallon, anything to the con- 
tra ry notwithstanding. And provided 
also that naptha of specific gravity ex- 
ceeding eighty degrees, according to 
Beaume'a hydrometer, and of the kind 
usually known as gasoline, shall be sub- 
ject to a tax of live per centum ad valo- 
rem." 

By the act of March 3, 1805, the same 
provision was re-enacted, except that 
the specific gravity of gasoline to pay a 
duty of five per cen um ad valorem was 
reduced to seventy degrees Beaume, and 
"distillate" was designated next after 
"naptha," as one of the products sub- 
ject to the duty of twenty cents per 
gallon." 

By the eighth section of the act it was 
provided that there should be levied, 
collected and paid oti all crude petrole- 
um or rock oil that might be produced 
and sold or removed for consumption 
or -ale, a duty of one dollar on each and 
every barrel of not more than forty-five 
gallons; an 1 all petroleum or rock oil 
that might be in possession of the pro- 
ducers at the place of production on the 
day when the act would take effect 
should be held and treated as if pro- 
duced on that day. 

By the act of June SO, 1S04, a draw- 
back of the amount of duties was al- 
lowed upon all of said products, except 
refined coal oil, naptha, benzine or ben- 
zole. By the act* of March o, 1SB5, a 
drawback of the amount of the duties 
paid was allowed on all of said products, 
except crude petroleum or rock oil, re- 
fined coal oil, naptha, benzine or 
or benzole. The last act took effect, 
April 1, 1886. and i- still in force. 

"Distillate" is a general term, and 
means any fluid produced by distillation 
of the substances named. It is more 
particularly applied by refiners to the 
distilled oil before it is treated with 
chemicals. 

Naptha is the first product of the dis- 
tillation. * *

Of the receipts for 1S65 only $95,998 90 
were from oils dlatiUed from coals and 
shales, amounting to 16,000 barrels of 
forty gallons each. The rest of the re- 
ceipts, S3, 180,700 10, were from petrole- 
um and refined oil made from petrole- 
um, excepting an insigniticent sum re- 
ceived from naptha and benzole. 

It will be expected of the commission 
to give an account of the development 
of a product so recently unknown to our 
commerce, and now of such vast import- 
ance. 

[The commissioners here give an in- 
teresting history of petroleum, its dis- 
covery in this country, &c. All of which 
has heretofore appeared in the columns 
of the Gazette.] 

The advance in the prices of gold and 
exchange, which began in the spring of 
1862, aud continued until it reached its 
maximum in the summer and fall of 
1804, soon carried up prices to a point 
at which the oil would pay all expenses 
of transportation, and give the owner of 
the well from three to seven dollars, and 
at one time even ten dollars per barrel. 
The wells, which a few months before 
were worthless, owing to the low price 
of oil became of immense value. 

Speculation in oil lands and the organ- 
ization of oil companies, immediately 
followed to an enormous extent. Lands 
before almost valueless were sold to 
speculators at fabulous prices, and were 
again resold to other speculators at 
prices still higher, or were revalued by 
the holders at an immense advance, and 
used by them in the formation of joint 
stock companies, or pretended compa- 
nies, by means of which' the stock was 
sold in parcels wherever the spirit of 
speculation had been sufficiently excited 
by the newspaper reports]of sudden for- 
tunes made by oil operators, ami by 
other means used for the purpose. Many 
of these companies were fraudulent, 
and only entailed loss ami disappoint- 
ment on those who were induced to 
take stock in them. Many others, per- 
haps the largest proportion, were hon- 
estly organized, and conducted with in- 
tegrity. 

The amount of capital thus withdrawn 
from other pursuits, or the savings of 
the community, and applied to the pur- 
chase and development of oil territory, 
connot be accurately estimated, but is 



supposed to exceed one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The tide of oil speculation, or the "oil 
fever," as it was ceiled, was at its height , 
when tlie masterly combinations of| 
Grant and Sherman, using the linmcinsfi 
resources placed by Congress at the dis- 
posal of the Executive, brought the re- 
bellion to a sudden close, and restored 
to something like it.s real value the na- 
tional currency, which, under the ap- 
prehension of the failure of the Union, 
bad depreciated as low as forty cents to 
the dollar. Gold, which, compared 
with the currency, had i>een worth over 
two hundred and fifty percent, declined 
to one hundred and thirty. The re- 
turns from .shipments or* petroleum ami 
the currency price a: home were re- 
duced to a great extent, and as the eost 
of transportation and other expenses 
continue'! with tittle. or no change the 
effect was again disastrous upon the 
busine-s. A great flood in Oil creek al- 
so destroyed much oil and reduced the 
product. The war tax of one dollar per 
barrel oa the crude oil, which took effect 
on the 1st of April, 1 still further de- 
pressed the business and disheartened 
those engaged in it. The fictitious char- 
acter and litter worthlessnesi of many 
of the oil companies, and the disappoint- 
ments expressed by most of them, be- 
coming known to the public added great- 
ly to the depression. 

In the meantime prices began to ad- 
vance abroad, owing to the increasing 
demand and diminished supply. An 
immense number of wells were sunk by 
companies organized the fall and winter 
previous. Although most of these 
proved unprofitable, among the excep- 
tions were the great flowing welhl upon 
Pithole creek, to which reference has 
been made. Some productive wells 
were also Mink in Ohio, Western Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky. And it is now 
probable that with the necessary re- 
ductions in taxation and cost of trans- 
portation the business will assume a per- 
manent character as one of the branches 
of our regular mining industry 

It may be said in g e n e r al that there 
are different species of oil, as there are 
different species of coal. Some — as 
those found in Canada and some parts 
of Kentucky — contain considerable sul- 
phur and other offensive ingredients, 
which makes them more difficult to pu- 
rify and less valuable. 

The lubricating oils may be used for 
coarse machinery without ['reparation. 
The supply is limited, scarcely any of 
the wells yielding more than twenty 
barrels per day. The average does not 
exceed six. The market for lubricating 
oil is very limited and uncertain, al- 
though it is improving. They will not 
bear shipment abroad, as they are man- 
ufactured and sold in Europe in large 
quantities, ami at lower prices than they 
can be afforded by the American pro- 
ducer 

The illuminating oils require to be 
distilled and refined before they are tit 
for pleasant use. 

Oil from the same well differs in qual- 
ity according to the time of exposure to 
the air, as the naptha escapes by ex- 
posure, ami the remaining oil becomes 
more dense and of lower gravity. The 
deep flowing wells yield a very pure 
but light oil. 

Notwithstanding its general illumina- 
ting power, petroleum, owing to its pe- 
culiar smoky dame, would not have 
come into general use had not the way 
been prepared for it by other discov- 
eries and inventions, some of them dat- 
ing back to the last century or before. 

These inventions, with the applica- 
tions of the artesian well, by which the 

existence ot v extensive subterranean oil 

deposits have been demonstrated and 
the present enormous production has 
been chiefly brought about, have added 
greatly to the wealth of the world, and 
indirectly to the advancement of civili- 
zation, by reducing the cost of artificial 
light. When we reflect that artificial 
light adds, perhaps on an average, one- 
eighth to each day for all the inhabi- 
tants of the earth, and when we con- 
sider the inestimable value of the time 
thus gained, not only for the prosecu- 
tion of Industrial pursuits, but for social 
enjoyments and the cultivation of the 
mind, we can appreciate the immense 
utility of these inventions and discov- 
eries, by winch is being brought into 
general use a better light, unlimited in 
supply, and at greatly reduced east 

It is in evidence before the Commis- 
sion that the lamps so indispensable for 
burning petroleum were first introduced 
here from Vienna, Austria. They were 
preceded by American inventions on 
the same principle, but less perfect.

Petroleum as a Source of Revenue. 



The public will receive new lights and 
the petroleum interest a fresh impetus 
from the report (copious extracts from 
which we commence in the Gazette this 
week) of the committee appointed by 
the RtH ffll HQ Cf Mil 1 1 1 halt Ml to investigate 
the subject of petroleum as a source of 
revenue. It appears from this report 
that the internal revenue act ruing from 
petroleum the past year amounted to 
marly three millions of dollars, and 
that, with the present excessive duty on 
crude oil thrown offj it is estimated that 
the revenue receipts the present year 
will from a tax of twenty cents per gal- 
lon on refined, amount to the round sum 
of six millions of dollars. The state- 
ment will, no doubt, be received with 
much satisfaction by the people, who as 
yet are almost entirely unaware of the 
actual resources of the country now in 
course of practical development. The 
committee deserve much credit for the 
completeness of their report on this in- 
teresting subject. The proposition to 
abolish the tax altogether on crude oil 
is a wise and just one, for any person 
who has visited the oil regions must be 
aware Of the injurious operation of that 
onerous tax upon the labor of many 
poor men who are or have been engaged 
in working wells that produce but a few 
barrels of oil per day. Hundreds of 
these small wells have been abandoned, 
and though individually the loss may be 
small, yet the a ggreg a te would make a 
very handsome figure in the sum of our 
national wealth. By taking off this tax 
on etude oil Congress will be acting 
justly towards many worthy and Indus- 
trious men who have been pioneers in 
developing oil territory, and who have 
invested their all and devoted their best 
energies to the business. As the New 
York Herald justly remarks, "it is not 
every one M ho bores for oil who becomes 
a millionaire, and upon those who are 
unfortunate Congress should impose no 
crippling and unnecessary burdens."
